Bonney Prepares a Letter. 

In connection with the bill and explana- 
tory of it Mr. Bonney also prepared the fol-

At all events it had not been 
heard of at Springfield until last night. Some 
of Governor Tannér’s closest friends are of 
the opinion that he will not call any session 
for the purpose because the proposition in- 
volved is not of the character known as an 
emergency. , 

It is believed in ‘Springfield that the Chi- 
cago Council will in an exceedingly short 
time be asked to extend the franchises of 
‘the South and West Side companies. If 
this is not done they say the matter will 
surely come to the next General Assembly, 
which meets in twelve months. 


NO DECISION YET IN CICERO.

The Cicero Towp board met in executive 
session at the to hall, Austin, last even- 
ing, and for threes hours discussed the pro- 
posed fifty-year franchise which is being 
sought by the Lake Street “'L.’’. During the 
week several indighation meetings have been 
held in the various Cicero towns, and each 
member of the to fm board who was present 
at last night’s meeting had in his pocket a 
batch of communi¢ations from residents and 
property-owners det his district that ex- 
pressed opposition to the road’s plan in no 
unmeasured terms, Nothing was done at the 
session that would point to an immediate 
decision in the matter of the franchise. 

It had been given out that the Lake street 
people would submit a new proposition to 
the town board for consideration, but no such 
document was presented, and after the meet- 
ing it was stated! by some of the members 
that the traction people had not made any 
overtures, but had, on the contrary, issued 
an ultimatum to the Cicero people, which 
was to the effect that the original proposi- 
tion would be the only one upon which the 
company would negotiate. 

It was practically decided that a stand 
would be made for the fourteen-ride sche d- 
ule, instead of twelve rides for $1, as the 
company has offered in its proposition. If 
the company agrees to this change it is said 
that the ordinance will be brought up at 
Saturday night's meeting, but neither those 
who are known to be in favor of its passage 
nor those who have been pronounced in their 
opposition will venture any opinion as to the 
chances of the ordinance passing or even 
receiving consideration. It is believed that 
between now and Saturday the Lake Street 
L' officials will yield to the pressure and 
make an effort to save their ordinance from 
certain defeat by preventing it from coming 
up at the next meeting, and that a new 
proposition will be submitted to the Cicero 
board. Saturday night's meeting will be 
attended by half the male population of the 
township, and a demonstration is expected 
if any effort is made to push the ordinance 
through.

STILL DEBATING AT WASHINGTON. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 19.—Unattended 
by civic or military escort, with no firing of 
cannon or tooting of whistles, President 
Sanford B. Dole of Hawaii departed from 
Sam Francisco as he arrived, with the same 
Jack of ceremony as would mark the move- 
ments of any traveler. 

He was driven down to the ferry at 5 
o'clock this afternoon in a hack, which also 
emonveyed Mrs. Dole, the President's private 
Secretary, Major Iakue, and Consul General 
Wilder of Hawaii. The boat which connects 
‘with the departing overland train leaves this 
ide of the bay at 6 o'clock, but to avoid 
publicity the island President crossed by an 
earlier boat at the Aakland Mole and im- 
mediately sought the seclusion of the pri- 
wate car, Gautelope, provided for him by 
H. E. Huntington, assistant of the Presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacific company, and 
attached to the regular east-bound train. 
The private car was especially provisioned 
and equipped under the direction of Mr. 
Huntington, that the little Presidential 
party might enjoy every comfort on its trip 
across the mountains. 

The route to Chicago will be over the Cen- 
tral and Union Pacific and the Chicago and 
Northwestern roads.

Mr. Cleveland and Hawaii. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—Senator Mor- 
gan continued his speech in advocacy of the 
ratification of the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty in the executive session of the Senate 
today. He announced at the conclusion of 
today’s session that he probably would re- 
quire one more day in which to complete his 
presentation of the subject. 

Senator Morgan dealt today with the ques- 
tions of the agricultural and commercia! pos- 
sibilities on the island, with the character 
of the present government, and with the po- 
sition of the residents of the island on the 

pubject of annexation. He repeated his as- 
' sertion that President Cleveland was favor- 
able to the acquisition of the islands and ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was his intention 
to have restored Queen Liliuokalani and to 
have negotiated with her a treaty of annex- 
ation. He elaborated his views on this sub- 
ject at considerable length, saying that while 
he believed it was Mr.-Clevelands intention 
to have annexed the islands, he naturally 
changed his intention to do this through the 
restoration of the Queen wheh she made 
known her bloodthirsty disposition towards 
those who had detnroned her.

JOB NOTIFIED TO MEET DOLE. 


Hawaiian Consul Officially Informed of 
the Coming of the President—Mil- 
itary Reception Plans. 


Fred W. Job, the Hawaiian Consul in Chi- 
cago, received official notification yesterday 
from Minister Hatch at Washington that 
President Dole would reach this city on 
Sunday morning. The telegram was formal, 
and conveyed little more than the brief state- 
ment that Mr. Dole would be here at least 
over Sunday, and perhaps longer. Mr. Job 
immediately began to make arrangements 
for the potentate’s reception. 

Since it became known that President 
Dole would pass through Chicago Mr. Job 
has been called on by several former resi- 
dents of the island, who were anxious to 
show the executive some courtesy. But be- 
tore any program is made, Mr. Job will con- 
fer with the government's representatives 
and Major General @rooke, who will also 
have a part in the reception of the guest. 

Mr. Job will be one of the party to wel- 
come President Dole when he steps from a 
train on the Northwestern road at 7:45 
o'clock on Sunday morning.“ The govern- 
ment’s representatives, Assistant Secretary 
of State Thomas W. Cridler, Major H. O. 8. 
Heistand, Assistant Adjutant General, and 
Commander T. S. Phelps of the navy, will 
also be there. 

AS soon as orders are received from Wash- 
ington General Brooke will arrange for the 
Fourth Infantry at Fort Sheridan and the 
two troops of cavalry to come to Chicago on 
Saturday morning to await the arrival of the 
President. General Brooke is the highest 
military officer in Chicago, and will greet 
President Dole at the railroad station. He 
will be accompanied by his three personal 
aids, Captain Richards and Lieutenants 
Deane and McKenna. =

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 19.—[Special.}—At 
the annual meeting of the Franklin Insti- 
tute today the election of officers for the 
ensuing year teok place.

"ithe test describes in minute details the 
experiments made under the direction of 
Mr. W. H. Preece, engineer in chief of the 
British postal system, in operating Wheat- 
stone instruments by the alternating cur- 
rent according to the synchronograph 
method devised by the authors. It is 
claimed that the new method is very much 
faster than the old style of machine telegra- 
phy. The tests were made over loops of 
varying lengths from the general postoffice, 
London, where both transmitters and re- 
celvers were located. The apparatus was 
more extensive than would usually be found 
in a laboratory. There was 4 high 
frequency alternator of wide range, 
giving practically harmonic waves from 
fifty to 720 complete waves per second; 
actual telegraph lines with values varying 
from 0 to 261,000, and resistance from 0 to 
10,000 ohms; an artificial submarine cable 
representing to within 1 per cent of ac- 
curacy, an actual cable of 180 knots in 
length, and also the latest types of Wheat- 
stone transmitters and receivers, with ad- 
justable condensers, etc. The longest loop 
tried was 1,007 miles from London to Glas- 
gow, Aberdeen, Edinburg, and return to 
London by a different pole line. 

It was found in the course of trials with 
the different apparatus that it was possible 
to operate the Wheatstone receiver without 
alternation by means of the synchrono- 
graph, and a test was made over the longest 
line to compare the efficiency of the two 
transmitters when operating the same re- 
ceiver under identical conditions of line. 
The surprising result was discovered that 
the synchronograph could operate the 
Wheatstone receiver approximately three 
times as fast as the Wheatstone transmitter 
on any line. The Wheatstone system oper- 
ated from London to Aberdeen employs two 
automatic repeaters to increase the speed. 
Without any repeaters the synchronograph 
operated the Wheatstone receiver over this 
line practically up to its mechanical limit. 
One of the most important results of the 
trials has been to emphasize the probability 
that the sine wave possesses superiority 
over other forms of wave for any speed, 
slow or fast. 

The apparatus was mounted in the experi- 
mental room in the general postoffice, Lon- 
don, which is wired for such tests. The 
messages were prepared by fastening 
strips of paper upon the metal surface ofa 
large wheel geared directly to the shaft of 
the alternator. 

At present the speed of operation of the 
separate Wheatstone transmitters is under 
the control of the operator. In London 
the speed of each operator is noted daily, 
and if found to be below a certain required 
limit an explanation is required from the 
operator. With the use of the synchrono- 
graph it is practicable to operate a number 
of transmitters from the shaft of one al- 
ternator, and.it.may be so arranged that 
the speeds are fixed beyond the control of 
the operator. Speeds of 400 words a min- 
ute are regularly maintained in England 
in commercial business and the synchrono- 
graph can put this up to 600 words or even 
into the thousands. The limit of the com- 
mercial working in the United States is 
much lower.

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 19.— [Special. 1—

Further even 
than this the President had’ gone. He had 
notified the Sagasta ministry that the war 
must cease and proposals of settlement 
made within a reasonable time. These rep- 
resentations had been maie owing to the 
great interest all over the country in the 
struggle the Cubans were making. The 
President's representations had been lis- 
tened to by Spain, and the scheme of self- 
sovernment modeled upon that of Canada 
had been issued. 

Whether it would be successful, he said, 
whether it Was practical or sincerc, many 
might doubt. Perhaps it would ve a harsh 
judgment now to say it had already failed; 
But that is was sincere events had already 
made clear. Those who understood Spain 
and her machinations far better than we had 
passed judgment and had already attempted 
to destroy the autonomy scheme and to pull 
down the Sagasta government which had 
proposed it. The commercial class in Ha- 
vana, Cubans of Spanish birth, had vented 
their rage in riots and turbulence. They had 
threatened the very existence of Havana. 

Every act of the President, continued Mr. 
Hitt, had shown that spirit which animated 
him in his public utterances in the past. He 
had achieved much in a few months; but he 
thought it unwise for the United States at 
this time to recognize the belligerency of the 
insurgents, 

Mr. Hitt admonished the members that a 
national action must be vindicated before 
the world, and that we must prove in what 
we do that we are actuated by no vulgar 
greed to rob a neighbor or to seize the prop- 
erty of others. 


What Recognition Would Mean. 


A declaration of belligerency, he explained, 
would allow Spain’s warships to hunt our 
vessels on the high seas. In the existing sit- 


ua tion good men sympathizing with Cuba’s 


cause were constantly making their way to 
the islands. Supplies, guns, and ammuni- 
tion were going from the United States. It 
was said that every pound of powder fired in 
the cause of Cuba’s freedom had come from 
this country. Members, he said, might ask 
why, with all these disadvantages in store 
for them, the agents of the Cuban republic 
in this city desired belligerent rights. 

“I could explain it,“ said Mr. Hitt, but 
I prefer to do so in the words of one of these 
agents to me. ‘We know,’ said this gen- 
tleman, ‘that we have much to lose in the 
matter of supplies, but we also know that if 
Spanish cruisers begin to stop American 
skippers it will not be long before a hasty 
shot is fired. With that shot public opinion 
in Spain and the United States will plunge 
those countries into war. Then our battle 
will be over.’ 

That perhaps, is a very just argument 
for the Cuban,“ continued Mr. Hitt, “‘ but not 
for an American. If we are to have war let 
us face it directly, not be forced into it by a 
chince.”’ 

Mr. Hitt spoke of the Spanish authority in 
Havana as tottering between armed forces 
without and tumultuous riot within, but with 
impressive words warned the members that 
the vast responsibility of action with the 
momentous consequences that might ensue 
rested on the shoulders of the Executive, not 
on members of Congress, who might be mak- 
ing speeches for popular approval. 

Let us remember,“ said he, that we 
have a faithful pilot at the helm and that 
if the ship of state is near the rapids we 
should be patient and ready to support him 
if he takes the step which the honor and the 
interests of our country may demand.“ 

No Time for Partisanship. 

He referred to General Lee as an officer 
of ability and experience who could be re- 
lied upon to guard jealously our honor at 
Havana, and concluded with an eloquent ap- 
peal to the members of the House, though 
they might have had differences, to drown 
all other voices as they did in the Vene- 
zuelan crisis and stand by the President 
and the country. While he could not proph- 
esy as to the future, he solemnly assured the 
House that the President would not dis- 
appoint the expectations of his countrymen, 

Throughout Mr. Hitt’s speech he was 
listened to with the closest attention. Mem- 
bers crowded about him, and the thronged 
galleries leaned over to catch his words, 
As he concluded a roar of approval swept 
the floor and the galleries. 

Mr. Dinsmore (Ark.), a Democratic mem- 
ber of the Foreign Affairs committee, de- 
clared that the time had come for giving 
the Cubans the recognition they had so long 
sought. He arraigned Mr. Hitt and the Re- 
publican side for alleged inconsistency, cit- 
ing their Cuban speeches under the Cleve- 
land administration. He declared that no 
act of this government could bring war 
with Spain, for a bankrupt monarchy which 
could not put down 35,000 ragged Cuban sol- 
diers would not enter upon a contest with the 
United States. 

Mr. Adams (Rep., Pa.), a member of the 
Foreign Affairs committee and chairman of 
the subcommittee on,Cuba, followed Mr. 
Dinsmore, and contrasted the inaction and 
apathy of the last administration toward 
Cuba with the achievements of this, dwell- 
ing particularly upon the release of all 
American prisoners in Cuba.

Warship Needed at This Time in 
Havana Harbor.

Havana, Cuba, Jan. 19.—[Copyright, 1898, 
by the Press Publithing Company, New 
York World. ]—General Lee probably averted 
war between Spain and the United States by 
refusing to summon a warship auring the 
recent riots here when beseeched to do so. 
He expects to ask for a fighting vessel quick 
enough to be present in case a future riot 
should take an anti-American turn. He is 
watching the situation closely, and is better 
informed of what is going on than is Gov- 
ernor General Blanco himself. But, though 
General Lee is vigilant, prompt to act, and 
well informed, the uncertainty of the situa- 
tion and a possibility that a future anti- 
autonomy riot might accidentally and sud- 
denly turn against Americans Here before 
the Consul General could get men-of-war 
here seem to demand a warship in Havana 
harbor now. 


Mob Composed of Boys. 

One or even three ships could enter with- 
out cxcitement, now that the city is quiet. 

Wednesday's disturbance in Havana had 
absolutely no anti-American significance. 
The mob ultimately grew small, and the only 
dangerous element in it was the handful of 
Spanish officers. . The rest were very young 
mea and boys. 

General Blanco massed a large number of 
regulars in this city because the government 
feared that the presence of army officers in 
the mob meant a serious military plot. That 
apprehension was unfounded. The whole 
affair had no deeper significance than those 
army officers’ disapproval of autonomy und 
the.eutonomical organs which were attack- 
ing Weyler and, through him, the Spanish 
army. 

Angry Now at General Lee. 

General Lee terms the disturbance a 
“ family affair.“ He was besieged by natur- 
alized citizens of the United States and a few 
native-born Americans to demand warships. 
Through his well-organized channels of in- 
formation he had learned that the volun- 
teers were not concerned in the attack. He 
had clearly proved that the riot had nothing 
to do with Americans. So General Lee told 
the scared applicants that there wolld be 
no trouble, but he advised them to leave if 
they were too uneasy, consequently some 
of them are bitter against him now. 

Regular troops are close at hand still, and 
the volunteers, in addition to their usual 
palace and jail guard duty, also guard the 
Diario de la Marina, the Discussion, and 
the Reconcentrado newspaper offices. 

General Blanco has taken strong precau- 
tionary measures to suppress any further 
disturbance. He says he will not be an- 
other dulce. The annexationist feeling is 
growing among the Spanish merchants. 
They themselves may soon ask General Lee 


for protection. 
VOLUNTEERS WILL AID BLANCO. 


Their Officers Deny That They Took 
Part in the Recent 
Riots.

Havana, Jan. 10.— [Copyright, 1898, by the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—Havana is 
quiet. The tension has been relieved since 
Monday morning. Sunday night passed 
without the threatened uprising.of volun- 
teers. One thousand additional cavalry and 
2,000 troops were brought in Sunday, mak- 
ing 8,000 in all. Those whose stations are 
near Havana have been sent back, but a 
large number of regular troops is still in the 
city. Officers of volunteers called on Gen- 
eral Blanco Monday night in a body and 
denied that an organization had taken part 
in the riots, and offered their support to 


maintain order and help tranquillize the 


country. The Captain General, replying, 
said he had never doubted the loyalty of the 
volunteers to Spanish institutions and to the 
representatives of constituted authority. 
The incident causes comment that it should 
be necessary for volunteers to protest their 
loyalty. 

As anticipated, when news of what hap- 
pened in Havana spread the effect in the 
country was bad. No open revolt has yet 
occurred, but in Cardenas there has been a 
riotous demonstration against avtonomy, 
and soldiers were called out. In Cienfuegos 
the tension is great, but no hostile movement 
has been made. In Santa Clara an attempt 
Sunday of an alleged drunken employé of a 
military hospital to shoot Marcos Garcia, 
the Autonomist Governor of the province, 
is said to have been more than a drunken 
man’s whim. Enrique Picon, who made the 
attempt, was sober at the time. Intransi- 
gente Spaniards in Santa Clara are very bit- 
ter against Garcia and against autonomy. 
Picon is declared to have been the instru- 
ment of a conspiracy. 

Blanco and the Autonomist Cabinet insist 
that in spite of these evidences of discon- 
tent the worst is over and the entire island 
will in a few days be tranquil. The Sagasca 
ministry does not seem fully satisfied. By 
direction of Moret, Minister of the Colonies, 
a dispatch has been published quoting tele- 
grams from New York to Madrid that the 
disturbances have given a bad impression 
in the United States of the prospects. of 
autonomy. The censure of Blanco and the 
Autonomist government is implied. 

Consul General Lee is informing the State 
department of the sentiment among Span- 
ish property-owners who want American in- 
tervention. It is an expression of sentiment 
rather than*a definite movement. Lee 
reiterates his belief that the present oc- 
casion does not call for warships. Minister 
de Lome’s advices from Washington are 
understood to be reassuring on this point. 

The authorities continue to show lack of 
discretion on many things. Rigorous cen- 
sorship is applied to the press, particularly 
in guarding against criticisms of the army. 
A sharp complaint is made by Americans 
because of interference with mails and with 
cablegrams. La Discuscion, a newspaper, 
has been permitted to resume publication, 
but it is no lon a radical autonomist and 
Says nothing inst the army. News- 
dealers, whose business has been affected by 
the exclusion and delay of American and 
foreign newspapers, have drawn up a peti- 
tion asking Lee to protest to the authorities.

CAPTAIN MURPHY IS NOT GUILTY 


Commander of the Filibuster Steamer 
Laurada Is Acquitted by a 
Wilmington Jury. 


Wilmington, Del., Jan. 19.—The trial of 
Captain Edward Murphy of the steamship 
Laurada, charged with violation of the 
neutrality laws by engaging in an armed 
expedition to Cuba, ended in a verdict of 
acquittal in the United States District Court 
in this city today. 

At the opening of court Judge Bradford 
charged the jury. The charge carefully re- 
viewed every legal point embraced in the 
trial proceedings. Upon one of the two 
counts on which Captain Murphy was in- 
dicted Judge Bradford practically instructed 
the jury to acquit him. Upon the other count 
he stated that it was a question of fact to be 
decided by the jury. 

The jury retired at 12:50 o’clock and in 
thirty-five minutes returned with a verdict 
of not guilty. Instantly the crowd broke 
into tumultuous applause, which the Judge 
could not stop for several minutes. Cap- 
tain Murphy was released from custody. 


ALL QUIET AT HAVANA, SAYS LEE 


Battleship Maine Is Ordered to Join the 
North Atlantic Squadron for 
Drills Near Key West. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—General Lee 
cabled the State department this afternoon 
that all was-quiet at Havana. He also re- 
ported that the decree issued-Nov. 4 last ad- 
mitting free imported cattle into Cuba until 
Jan. 10 has been extended until March 10. 
1898, under the same conditions contained 
in the first decree. 

Orders were teday telegraphed to Captain 
Sillsbee of the Maine at Key West to join 
the North Atlantic squadron for drills and 
maneuvers when, Admiral Sicard passes 


Key West on the way to Tortugas Harbor. 


It is expected that the whole squadron 
will be near Key West by tomorrow, and a 
good deal of powder will be burned in drills 
near there.

HUNGRY WOMEN SEIZE GRAIN. 


Phases of the Bread Riots at Ancona, 
Italy, Where Numerous Arrests 
Are Made. 


Rome, Jan. 19.—There were renewed dis- 
orders today in the poor quarter of Ancona, 
which is inhabited by anarchists and so- 
clalists. A number of men and women at- 
tempted to barricade the streets, but the 
police cleared the thoroughfares and ar- 
rested several. 

Troops are scouring the country arresting 
suspicious bands of tramps. The agitation 
against the price of bread is spreading to 
other towns.

ENGLAND SURE OF HER POWER. 


Hicks-Beach Talks of War Préparations 
and Advises Canada to Con- 
tribute to the Navy. 


London, Jan. 19.—Sir Michae 1 
Beach, Chancellor of the —.— — 
ing at Bristol today, ridiculed the notion of 
providing granaries, as had been suggested 
in some quarters. He said he was con- 
vinced the British navy was strong enough 
to hold its own, and in any war England 
would have many friends ready to supply 
corn. 

Referring to the coming budget estimates, 
he said these would show-that the govern- 
ment was fully alive to keeping up the 
standard of the army and the navy; though, 
he declared, it was not creditable to Canada 
or fair to English taxpayers that such 4 col- 
ony should contribute practically nothing 
to the naval defenses of the empire. He 
hoped Canada would soon turn her attention 
to this matter, adding that he was convinced 
that if she did not the day would come when 
she would have “a rude awakening, which 
would be entirely her own fault.“ 

In concluding his speech the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer announced that China had 
approached England for assistance to pay 
the Japanese indemnity, and that the nego- 
tiations were still pending. The newspaper 
statements on the subject he characterized 
as inaccurate and incomplete. The govern- 
ment was not ashamed of these negotiations, 
ond believed the country would approve 
them. He could see no reason why foreign 
rowers should object, but if the negotiations 
failed Great Britain would take her stand 
on existing treaty rights. 

With respect to the financial position and 
the prospects of India Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach said that both had improved lately so 
much that he believed it would be unneces- 
sary for England to contribute financial as- 
sistance in connection with the frontier war. 

Joseph Chamberlain, defending the gov- 
ernment policy at Liverpool this evening 
against the attacks of the Liberals and re- 
ferring especially to the Armenian and Cre- 
tan questions, said: 

The tmpotence of. the European concert 
is a discredit to all the powers. The position 
is becoming intolerable and cannot be al- 
lowed to continue indefinitely. Though tbers 
would be great risk in taking the alternative 
course, it may be our duty—I Lope it will not 
—to reserve our right and independence to 
take isolated action.”

Chamberlain’s statement, characterizing it 
as most important and signi(icant.

ENGLAND.AND RUSSIA DISAGREE. 


Apparently Unable to Reconcile Their 
Differences in the Chinese 
Grab. 


Pekin, Jan. 19.—The Tsung Li Yamen, the 
Chinese Foreign Office, has had another 
conferenece on the subject of the loan, 
which is still unsettled. Besides the right 
to extend the Burmah railroad through 
Yun-Nan Province, Great Britain asks the 
right to build railroads through the Prov- 
ince of Sze-Schuan (north of Yun-Nan), and 
a third treaty port is demanded, the identity 
of which no doubt is Siang-Yin, in the Prov- 
ince of Hu Nan, which Japan proposed to 
open at the time of the Shimoneseki nego- 
tiations. The proposed opening of the Port 
of Talien-Wan (on the Liao Tung peninsula 
and north of Port Arthur, a position which 
would command the railroad connecting 
Port Arthur with the north and Manchuria) 
continues to be the chief difficulty, Russia 
desiring to keep the whole of Manchuria 
for herself. Neither power is willing to 
yield on this point, and the question is no 
longer a commercial one. It has become 
political. 

Yokohama, Jan. 19.—The British battle- 
ship Centurion, flagship of the British squad- 
ron in Chinese waters, has arrived at Naga- 
saki. 

The organ of the government reproaches 
Russia, Germany, and France with follow- 
ing a selfish policy in the far East, and adds: 
“Japan will avoid alliances, but she is pre- 
pared to act vigorously if necessary for the 
maintenance of peace.“

the police. Joe Choynski acted as master of 
ceremonies and also cfficiated as referee. 

William Long of Dayton, O., won from 
Jack Price of Omaha, Neb., 187 pounders, in 
the first round. Barney McCaul defeated 
Johnny Cook, 115 pounders, in five rounds. 
Otto Sieloff of Detroit and Jack Lewis of 
Chicago, 185 pounders, fought a draw. Lowis 
broke his right arm in the second round. 
George Kerwin of Chicago defeated Con 
O'Leary of Milwaukee, Wis., at catch 
weights, in four rounds. 

In the main event, which was the wind- 
p. Stift was the first to put in an appeur- 
ance, and seemed confident of winning 
easily, having evidently looked his opponent 
over before entering the ring. Brown en- 
tered a few moments later, and when he 
peeled off his coat he looked as if he should 
make an easy mark for the sturdy Chica- 
goan. He did not appear to weigh over 140 
pounds, while Stift scaled close to 170. The 
latter began business at once, landing a 
stiff left hook on the Ohioan's face. This 
made the colored stranger wary, and by 
dancing and dodging around the ring and 
clinching at every opportunity he managed 
to avoid a knockout.

rad REFUSES TO TALK. 


Football men at the University of Chicago 
who have made up the minds on the sub- 
ject in general favor the new rules aithough 
there is a sentiment among some of them 
that the change in the counting discrim- 
inates against their team. 

Former Captain Herschberger said yester- 
day he had not read the rules. Captain Ken- 
nedy hau his doubts about the efficacy of 
rule seven, as revised, in regard to the snap- 
per back making a feint to pass the ball. 
Webb thought the changes were good and 
tended to clear up the ambiguities of the old 
code. Hamill objected to the rule allowing 
a fresh man to be substituted at any time. 

Ralph Hoaglund, the referee and old 
Princeton player, when seen last night said 
he had not studied the rules as carefully as 
he desired, but declared they suited him in 
general. He was in sy mpathy with the 
West's going ahead as long as it was refused 
admission to the Bastern Rules committee, 
and thought it had a perfect right to change 
the rules if it saw the need of changes. 

‘*T hope,” he said, the colleges will back 
up the committee by adopting the rules. 
The committee has done good work both in 
changing the rules in some respects and in 
making the old ones clearer for the officials. 
It remains to be seen now whether it is the 
rules that will make the game less rough, or 
whether the roughness is due to the disposi- 
tions of the men who play the game.“ 


Suggestions by Hoaglund. 


“The rule making two men stand outside 
the end of the line when there are three 
back of the line, not including the quarter 
back, is a good one and will certainly make 
the game less rough. It would have been a 
good plan, too, to make the backs stand five 
yards behind the line. The rule penalizing 
a feint pass is excellent. 

„My idea of a safety does not accord al- 
together with that of the committee. I do 
not consider it a sdfety if a player catches 
the ball back of his goal line and in attempt- 
ing to advance it is downed before he has 
crossed the goal line. The rule that allows 
the side against which a touchdown has 
been scored to either receive or make the 
next kickoff is one of the best rules ever 
made. 

“The umpire is given the duty of the 
referee in the rule that provides for a signal 
from the umpire to show the ball is in play 
after a place kick. The change in the rules 
for scoring is good, as is the amendment 
to rule 30 that allows men to be put into 
the game at any time. This will eliminate 
cripples. 

“There is one point in the rules I do not 
understand. In the case of a punt out, when 
the man who makes the catch is interfered 
with or thrown after catching the ball, can 
he have a free kick and fifteen yards? This 
does not seem to be made clear in the rules. 

“With possibly a few exceptions the rules 
are good and show that the committee has 
placed more confidence in the officials than 
under the old rules. If they work out the 
result will be a less rough game and a clearer 
understanding of the rules.“ 


Criticised by Wrenn. 


Evarts renn saw the rules in a different 
light. He failed to detect much good in 
any of the changes made and said: 

“T have not studied the changes care- 
fully, but I do not see that the committee has 
benefited matters any, even from the point 
of view of wanting to eliminate roughness 
from the game. I consider the changes will 
only serve to complicate matters and fail 
in the object they are intended to bring 
about. 

“JT have been opposed all along to the 
idea of the West going ahead in this matter 
and I sincerely hope the colleges interested 
will refuse to adopt the report. It is out 
of the question to suppose two men are 
capable of changing such an important mat- 
ter as the football rules. This is no reflection 
on the ability of the men concerned, I con- 
sider Stagg a competent adviser on such 
matters, but he is not able to frame a new 
code of rules alone. While the West has 
one man of this sort the East has a number, 
and it is from there that changes should 
come, for there they are just as anxious to 
change the rules as here in the West. The 4 
Western teams are approaching the 
standard set and maintained by the Hast 
and they cannot afford to play the game on 
a different basis. 


“Are of No Possible Use.“ 


„The new rules will not change the game 
in any particular, but will merely give the 
players and officials a lot more rules to learn 
that are of no possible use. Take that rule, 
for instance, that provides that if five men, 
not including the quarter back, are back of 
the line two of them must be clearly outside 
of the position occupied by the players at the 
end of the line. I suppose that rule means 
the whole body of the player must be out- 
side of tackle, and what possible difference 
will the distance of a few more inches make? 

The rule that allows the side against 
which a touchdown has been made to either 
give or receive the resulting kickoff is fool- 
ish. If a team has a reasonably strong de- 
fense it would much prefer to kick off the 
ball and down it within the twenty-five yard 
line of the opposing team than to be itself 
held within the same distance of its own 
goal. It ought to be the object to strengthen 
the defense, for if a team is weak in that 
department of the game it will do no good 
to allow it to receive the kickoff instead of 
making it. 

“ With the possible exception of the change 
in the count for a touchdown and a goal 
from the same, the changes in the rules for 
counting are mistakes. As I have said be- 
fore, the place kick is a beautiful play and 
exceedingly difficuit. ‘With all credit to the

It surprised the Mayor o much that he 
doubted its accuracy and closely questioned 
the detectives as to how they managed to get 
hold of such a story; also as to who their in- 
formant was. 

One of the detectives stated that they ob- 
tained it from a man he had known and been 
on the friendliest terms with several years, 
who was one of the party at the banquet. 
He told the Mayor this man’s name, and he 
proved to be an old acquaintance also of Mr. 
Harrison. He sent for him at once to come 
to his office. The man soon responded, and 
the Mayor confronted him with the report of 
the detectives. 

He not only confirmed its truthfulness, 
but related to the Mayor aditional details 
of what happened at the Lexington banquet. 
He claimed to have overheard Governor 
Tanner say the police bill was safe in the 
Senate, but not so popular among members 
of the House as he would like to have it. 

There is where we are weak,’ this man 
quoted the Governor as saying. ‘ The coun- 
try Republicans in the Lower House are 
acting ugly, and the only way we can con- 
vince them something must be done is 
through the report the Senate committee 
will make as to the condition of things in the 
police force.’ 

The Mayor’s caller was sure orders were 
given before the party disbandéd to have a 
mass of certain kinds of evidence ready for 
the committee's use when it resumes its ses- 
sions, but he failed to ascertain the nature 
of it. All that work, he said, was delegated 
to Mr. Ross, who held a long conference 
with the Governor.” 


COMMITTEE IS DELAYED AGAIN. 


No Action Likely Today, as Civil. Ser- 
vice Reform League Is Not Yet 
Represenetd. 0 


The committee representing the reform 
organizations of Chicago named to investi- 
gate the actions of the Civil Service commis- 
sion was to have begun operations in the 
rooms of the commission at the City Hall 
at 11 a. m. this morning. It is hardly likely, 
however, anything will be done, as the Civil 
Service Reform league has not yet named 
its representatives and will not until this 
afternoon. The Citigens’ association re- 
fused to take part in the investigation, but 
the other three bodies to whom invitations 
were sent accepted, and two of them named 
their members of the Investigating commit- 
tee as follows:

It had been supposed that the he Civil Service

to conduct ah independent investigation, but 
Président Peabody discovered yesterday 
that Mr. Smith was in California and Mr.“ 
Starr in St. Louis, so he authorized Mr. Ham- 
line to name another committee, and the 
last-named gentleman has called a meeting 
of the Executive committee of the league 
for 4 o’clock this afternoon for that purpose. 

The Civic federation appointed four mem- 
bers of the committee instead of three, 30 
that they could be evenly divided in politics, 
Messrs. Seeberger and Vincent are Demo- 
crats and Messrs. Bancroft and Farr Repub- 
licans. The other organizations paid no at- 
tention to the political opinions of the mem- 
bers they named for the committee. 

The investigation will be held in the rooms 
of the Civil Service commission, that its rec- 
ords may be easily accessible to the com- 
mittee. The commission will swear all wit- 
nesses the committee may wish to put under 
oath and use its judicial power to the extent 
of issuing subpenas for such witnesses as 
may refuse to come voluntarily before the 
investigating body. 

It is not believed, however, there will be 
many instances calling for such action. The 
commission will also furnish the committee 
with a cértified copy of the testimony intro- 
duced before the Berry Senatorial commit- 
tee, but will ask the privilege of putting in 
rebutting testimony, a right it claims it was 
denied by the Berry committee.

MISS LAURA CORSON IS DEAD. 


Grief Hastens the End of Embezzler 
Bogart’s Fiancee Stricken by 
His Disgrace. 


Miss Laura Corson, the fiancée of ab- 
sconding City Clerk Bogart of Evanston, 
died yesterday afternoon at Cape May, N. J., 
of an illness aggravated by sorrow over Bo- 
gart's disgrace. The last attack came about 
the time Bogart was sentenced in court for 
the theft of $8,000 df city funds. When he 
went to Joliet Penitentiary to serve an in- 
determinate sentence for embezzlement the 
devoted woman was taken to the home of 
her parents in Cape May. There the disease 
reasserted itself and she sank rapidly and 
died. 

Miss Corson was a clerk in the postoffice 
of the suburb during the time of Bogart's 
political successes in Evanston. After a 
short acquaintance their engagement was 
announced. At that time Bogart owned 
several stores and restaurants and managed 
these in addition to his duties as City Clerk. 
He interested Miss Corson in his ventures 
and she invested her savings with him. 

When Bogart confessed his crime to Mayor 
Dyche Miss Corson still remained loyal to 
him. A short time after he fled from Evans- 
ton Miss Corson disappeared, and detectives 
trie 1 to trace the missing clerk by his fian- 
cée’s movements. Miss Corson was located 
at Cape May at the home of. a cousin, Lut 
the first search failed to reveal Bogart in the 
vicinity. A short time later he was found 
at Cape May and was arrested. . 

Miss Corson returned to Evanston and was 
taken ill. Her condition became so serious 
at her home that physicians ordered her re- 
moval to the Evanston Emergency Hospital. 


For a long time she lay there close to death. 


She rallied and went East to die.

Harper's Weekly, of which Carl Schurz 
is editor, indorses heartily the plan of the 
Indlanapolls Monetary commission because 
it prevides. for thé expulsion of the lezal 
tender notes and the substitution for them 
of bank notes s as “to divorce the gov- 


saya, | 

The scheme of the proposed “ reform” 
is for the banks to Issue notes—not on the 
security of bonds aa at present, but of bank 
* naseta,” consisting chiefly of their deposi- 
tore’ money mixed with their own funds, and 
then when called on by the. noteholders 
to redeem them hand over silver dollars in- 
stead of gold and let the receiver thereof 
take the silver to, the Treasury of the 
United Statea, where the government shall 
be required to redeem it in gold. Is not 
that a most impudesit proposition?

The original issue of greenback currency was a 
departure from the sound policy of the country, in

That the general government did not for 
many years use forms of debt due in gold 
on demand as money” is no reason why it 
should take a backward step after the ex- 
perience of twenty years has shown that 
those “forms of debt” can be used as 
money without cost to the government and 
to the great convenience and advantage of 
the public. | . 
Harper's Weekly contends that the 
greenbacks have deen exceedingly ex- 
pensive, yet it has not specified where they 
have cost the government anything since 
1878. But it makes this wild and unsup- 
ported assertion: 


The maintenance‘ ot this [legal tender green- 
back} paper currency, which, as the Indianapolis 
money commission says, represented not property, 
but a debt, has been, and continues to be, very 


1 expensive. In order to sustain it a redemption 


fund must be maintained, and a redemption fund 
is costly. ‘ ; 

The cost of the redemption fund of 100 
millions is the interest on the 4 and 4% per 
ceht bonds sold by Sécretary Sherman in 
1878 to establish his reserve redemption. 
On the other hand, the goverument has 
saved the interest on 246 millions of green- 
backs and about 120 millions of Sherman 
comp mise notes of 1890. That is to say, 
on a gold redemption fand of 100 millions, 
procured by the sale of 100 millions of 4 
per cent bonds, the government has had 
the constant use of 346 millions of green- 
backs from 1878 to 1891-’92, and since then 
the additional use of 120 millions or more 
Sherman Treasury notes, making about 466 
millions of money at a cost of four millions. 


1878 it would have been necessary to sell of 
4 per cent bonds 246 millions more than 
Sherman did sell; and the interest on them 
since 1878 would have cost the govern- 
ment $9,840,000 a year, or, in the interven- 
ing twenty years, the aggregate would now 
amount to 8196, 800,000, or nearly 200 mil- 
lions of dollars. Mr. Schurz and Harper's 
Weekly quite ovcrlooked this knockout fact. 

But Harper's Weekly proceeds to give 
its ease away when it states that— 


Since Congress has been eppropriating for ex- 
penditures greatly in excess of the revenues of 
the government the maintenance of the redemption 
fund has been a grievous burden. During Mr. 
Cleveland’s last administration it necessitated the 
borrowing of a vast sum of money, resulting in the 
increase of the public debt by $262,000, 000. 


Exactly so. Hadsnot Congress appro- 
priated greatly in excess of the revenues 
for the expenditures for nearly five years 
the maintenance of the note redemption 
reserve fund would not have been any more 
of a burden than it was between 1878 and 
1893, which was none at all. Then the 
criminal extravagance and reckless neglect 
of Congress should be held responsible if 
anything has gone wrong, and not the legal 
tender greenbacks. 

But it is alleged that 

While the extravagance of Congress would have 
more than exhausted the surplus [by 186 millions 
during Cleveland's term of office], and would have 
made necessary an increase of the debt, or prac- 
tical benkruptcy, it was the existence of the green- 
back and the Treasury note that conipelled the 
issue of the larger part of the new bonds. 

This is an assertion without a particle of 
truth to support it: ! 

The Treasury records show that bonds 
for 262 millions were sold, but they show 
also that 106 millions of the proceeds of the 
bonds went to pay the deficits of the,@leve- 
land administration and a lot more of the 
deficits which have accrued under McKin- 
ley. Then how can it. be claimed that the 
existence of the legal tendér notes “ com- 
pelled the issue of the larger part of the new 
bonds.” 

If any bonds are sold on account of the 
existence of the greenbacks they can only 
be sold to get gold with which to redeem 
those notes—pay those demand debts. The 
sale of the bonds puts gold in the Treasury. 
The redemption of greenbacks takes part 
of itout. Then the Treasury holds as many 
greenback dollars as it has paid out gold 
dollars. 8 

Those greenback dollars have the same 
exchange value and purchasing power as 
they had before redemption. The Treasury 
can use them to pay salaries, buy supplies, 
purchase gold to replenish the reserve, or 
repurchase the bonds it has sold; and have 
them on hand to sell again if necessary. 

The two last mentioned uses are the only 
legitimate ones to which redeemed green- 
backs should be put except at a time when 
more gold is flowing into the Treasury than 
is being drawn out of it. But Cleveland 
used the redeemed greenbacks for neither 
of those purposes. He consumed the great- 
er part of them in the payment of the eyr- 
rent expenses of the government, which

How much would this patent reform 
process have relieved the Treasuyy defi- 
clencies? Any one can see that the condi- 
tion of the Treasury would be still worse 
and the annual deficiencies greater by over 
fourteen millions a year. 

It may be claimed that Cleveland was not 
responsible for the shortage of revenue, 
since he could not levy new taxes, but he 
did not advise Congress to levy any, as it 
was his duty to have done. And certainly 
the greenbacks were not responsible for the 
failure of Congress to provide sufficient 
revenue for the support of the govern- 
ment. 

It is ndmitted that but for the bond sales 
the government would have gone into prac- 
tical bankruptcy... It would have become 
more embarrassed if the greenbacks had 
been retired from circulation, as they made 
the bond sales possible, averted a greater 
stringency and panic than happened. 

Mr. Schurz goes on to allege that, in 
“view of all the ills that are incident to 
“these demand notes, they should be with- 
But 
the only ills that he has specified Gre imag- 
inary and had no basis except in his hatred 
of the greenback currency. 

He alleges that the greenbacks are ex- 
pensive. It has been proved that they are 
not. He alleges that from the— 

Fluctuations of the value of our currency the 
producer and the small capitalist suffer. while the 
banker and the capitalist make money. 

There have been no fluctuations in the 
value of greenbacks since 1878, except that 
at some times they have commanded a smal] 
premium on account of their convenience. 
But they have never been worth less than 
their face since the date of specie resump- 
tion. 

For these non-existent ills Mr. Scharz’s 
panacea is bank notes—not bank notes 
based on and secured by government bonds, 
but notes which will be a first lien on the 
assets of the banks, which depositors have 
been in the habit of looking on as security 
for their deposits, The people reject the 
panacea, ’ 


THE CUBAN SITUATION. 

Details of the disturbances in Havana 
during the late riots are beginning to be 
received by mail, and, while they do not 
throw much additional light on the situa- 
tion, they confirm in a general way the in- 
formation, received at the time by telegraph. 
While the assaults of the mob seem to have 
been directed chiefly against the newspapers 
favoring autonomy, General Blanco and 
his Cabinet had warning in advance that 
an attack was premeditated against the 


palace itself, leading to preparations for 


defense. In the three days during which 
the riots lasted the government was con- 
stantly increasing its force of troops, thus 
enabling it to overawe the mob, although 
there is evident fear of a renewal of the 
outbreak at any moment. 

Latest dispatches report the discovery of 
a plot in which 20,000 volunteers were en- 
gaged, having for its object the driving of 
Blanco from the island and the occupation 
of the principal fortifications around Ha- 
vana. The ulterior object of this move- 
ment may not be entirely apparent, but the 
cries for Weyler during the progress of the 
riot indicate clearly enough the animus of 
the whole affair. ! 

That our own government has regarded 
the situation as critical is indicated by the. 
fact, alluded to in a dispatch from Wash- 
ington, that Consul General Lee has been in 
direct communication with the commander 
of the battleship Maine, With authority to 
call it to his aid on the first moment of the 
appearance of danger to the consulate. The 
preparations made by the government to 

protect American interests may mean much 
for the Spanish authorities should it be 
found necessary to act. 


A BILL THAT SUITS THE sSPOILSMEN. 
The revenue bill originally introduced by 
Senator Berry abolished the Township As- 


sessors throughout the State and substi- | 


tuted County Assessors. That would have 
wiped out a great number of offices. But 
the only proposition which has any favor in 
a Legislature or a Council is one to increase 
the number of offices. Hence Senator Ber- 
ry's scheme died young. 

It was thought at the outset that there 
would be no opposition to the abolition of 
Town Assessors in this city, where their in- 
iquities have lasted for the longest time 
and have been most glaring. But the op- 
position of the spoilsmen to lessening the 
number of offices is displaying itself even 
here. 

The Cook County machine will not con- 
sent to anything which reduces the number 
of suckling pigs feeding from the teats of 
the old sow. There must be more taxeat- 
ers instead of fewer. So will it be until 
the careless, unorganized taxpayers turn 
over a new leaf. 

The Revenua committee of the Senate 
has drafted a bill to retain all the old of- 
fices and to create new ones. The Town- 
ship Assessors are to be continved. Their 
work is to be revised by a board of three 
supervisors of assessments, to be chosen by 


the voters of the county. One of them 


must reside in some country town. This 
board is to have power to raise and lower 
individual assessments and to make reas- 
sessments. 

Provision is made also for a board of re- 
view, one of whose members must come 
from the country towns. The three mem- 
bers are also to be chosen at the fall elec- 
tions. They ure to review the supervisors. 
They are to be paid good salaries and so are 
the supervisors. Some of the Cook County 
Senators think the latter should be paid 
$10,000 a year for their “ arduous duties.“ 

Thus this measure contemplates the ere- 
ation of six high priced offices, to be filled. 
if the “ bosses have their way, with men 
whom they will order conventions packed 
with delegates chosen at fraudulently con- 
ducted primaries to put in .comination. 
Each of those boards will insist on having 
a numerous staff of well paid employés. 
There will be more spoils.

THE COMPTON-SALMANS SCHEME. 

The bill drafted by the subcommittee of 
the House Revenue committee does not con- 
tain the plan which was indorsed in Com- 
mittee of the Whole for making the holder 
of a mortgage lien on real estate pay & 
tax on it or for the taxation of the stock 
of manufacturing corporations. The sub- 
committee was informed that the provision 
empowering the owner of the fee to pay the 
tax for the mortgagee and deduct the 
amount of it from the interest due him 
would not be constitutional. 

But it is stated that the Democrats—and 
possibly some Republicans—are going to 
make a fight to have those two provisions 
inserted in any revenue bill that may pass. 
If they were to succeed and the law were 
enforced, hundreds of lines of business 
would be destroyed or crippled. - Manu- 
facturing in Chicago would be made almost 
impossible. This would become the dearest 
city in the United States to do business in. 
Interest rates would be forced up fully 2 
per cent on all persons who wanted to bor- 
row money, ha ve paper discounted, or renew 
their notes and mortgages. 

The object of all this proposed double 
taxation is to raise more money. What is 
to be done with it? The taxeaters’ es- 
timates of the sums they would like to 
spend give full information on that point. 
The slick, plausible Conimissioner of Publie 
Works would like to have eleven millions 
for his taxeaters alone. Some of the 
Judges would like to have the county’s rev- 
enues swelled so that the estimates may 
contain a $196,000 item for the pay of 
stenographers and typewriters to assist 
them in their judicial labors. 

Any revenue law which is made to agree 
with the ideas of Representatives Salmans 
of Danville and Compton of Macomb will be 
one which will kill the prosperity of the 
city by unjust double taxation, Should 
such a measure pass, the only consolation 
—and ‘that rather weak—the voters will 
have will be their knowledge of the fact 
that in the privacy of the voting booths, 
with the blanket ballot spread out before 
them, they can knife every man who went 
on record in favor of an iniquitous law. 

Country members who are jealous or en- 
vious of the prosperity of Chicago and who 
desire to stunt its growth, and who repre- 
sent districts where they think there is 
not much business that can be harmed by 
unjust taxation) may consider themselves 
safe from a “ backfire.’ They will prob- 
ably find that a good many of their con- 
stituents have been hurt and the latter will 
get even with the representatives who have 
injured them. 

Every district which has a city or thriv- 
ing town will be hurt severely by a Comp- 
ton-Salmans revenue law, and all men who 
are harmed by it will take a keen delight in 
knifing the political prospects of those in- 
dividuals who have struck at them and 
at the communities in which they live. 


THE HOUSE REVENUE COMMITTEE'S BILL 

The subcommittee of the Revenue com- 
mittee of the House has completed its 
labors. The provisions of its bill, so faras 
concerns Cook County, are substantially 
as follows: 

Township Assessors are done away with 
and assessments are to be made under the 
direction of a board of three Assessors 
chosen by the voters of the county. . One of 
them must always come from the country 
towns, 

Provision is made for a board of review 
of three members, to be appointed, one by 
the Judge of the County Court, one by the 
chairman of the County board, and one 
by the Judges of the Appellate Court. Such 
a board will be far superior to any one 
which the people will be likely to elect— 
that is, which the bosses will allow to be put 
in nomination. 

The bill provides that all property is to 
be assessed at its fair cash value, but the 
rates of taxation shall not exceed one-sixth 
of the aggregate of all the rates now au- 
thorized by law, and the amount to which 
any municipal corporation may become in- 
debted shall not exceed one-fifth of the 
amount to which it is now allowed to be- 
come indebted. 

Provided always that the “fair cash 
value put down by the Assessor is a con- 
servative valuation representing what the 
property will sell for at private sale and 
not what the owner would claim it is worth 
in condemnation proceedings. The proper- 
ty-owners can stand without difficulty a 
rate of taxation not exceeding one-sixth of 
the present rates, while the city will get 
more revenue than it does at present. 


SELFISHNESS OF THE SUGAR TRUST. 

It is as surprising as it is significant that 
one of the chief—if not controiling—argu- 
ments used to influence public sentiment 
against Hawaiian annexation in the West- 
ern and Pacific coast States has been based 
upon the claim that annexation would ceal 
a damaging blow to the beet sugar growing 
interest now developing into an important 
and prosperous industry in some of those 
States. That it has exerted an influence 
is indicated by the opposition to the an- 
nexation treaty which has been developed 
especially in California and Nebraska, 
which have made the largest progress in 
this industry. 

It is a curious fact, however, that the 
bulk of the arguments bearing on this 
point have been furnished from the offices 
of the sugar trust and of Mr. Claus 
Spreckels, who holds a practical monopoly 
of sugar production in Hawaii, but which 
have no interest in promoting beet sugar 
culture except as it can be used to in- 
crease their own profits. The narrow- 
ness of their argument is further demon- 
strated by the fact that relatively a small 
proportion—only about ore-fourth—of the 
cultivable lands in the Hawaiian Islands 
are suitable for the production of the sugar 
cane, while three, times that amount can 
be utilized in the cultivation of coffee— 
a most valuable and important article for 
the American market for which we are 
now wholly dependent upon foreign coun- 
tries. Of the 2,096,268 tons of sugar re- 
quired for consumption in the United 
States during the year 1897 only 188.6 
(about one-ninth) was of Hawaiian pro 
duction, making, with our native product 
(of 335,656 tons), a total of 524.300 tons, 
leaving in round numbers 1,572,000 tons 
to come from other countries. These fig- 


} ures show what a wide margin there is 


for increase of home grown sugar before 
the home market is fully supplied. It 
is not probable that the production of 
Hawaii will be materially increased after 
annexation, at least relatively in compari- 
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While no true friend of the 
of American industries will seek to damage 
the sugar-growing interest in any way, there 
are abundant evidences that these inte 
will be benefited rather than injured by 
the incorporation of Hawaii as a part of the 
American union, thereby increasing the 
variety of our industries in a manner con- 
ducive to the welfare and prosperity of 


the whole people.

THE TELLER-MATTHEWS RESOLUTION. 

The Senate Committee on Finance has 
voted, 8 to 5, to report favorably the Teller- 
Matthews resolution declaring that the 
United States has the option to pay all its 
bonds, principal and interest, in silver 
dollars of the coinage of the United States 
containing 412% grains each of standard 
silver” (i. e., 9-10 fine). 

Those who voted for the resolution in 
committee were Vest, White, Walthall. 
Turpie, Daniel, and Jones of Arkansas— 
Democrats—Jones of Nevada, and Wolcott. 
Morrill, Aldrich, Platt of Connecticut, Bur- 
rows, and Allison—all Republicans—voted 
against it. 

It is probable that some time during the 
present session this resolution will be de- 
bated at considerable length. Most of the 
free silver Senators will make speeches in 
support of it and they will all vote for it 
when put on its passage. 

They will vote for it because they hope 
the time will come when there will be silver 
dollars whose purchasing power will be only 
about that of 40 cents in gold. They want 
to see those cheap dollars used not merely 
in the cheating by the government of its 
creditors, but also—and chiefiy—in the 
cheating of creditors by private debtors. , 

But the Senators who voted for this reso- 
Intion twenty years ago. when first intro- 
duced, did so because they believed 
a return to the coinage of. sil- 
ver dollars would make those coins 
intrinsically more valuable than they 
were in 1878, when they were worth about 
94 cents in gold. They thought the coinage 
they contemplated would make the silver 
dollars worth 100 cents. In that event they 
did not believe any bondholders would ob- 
ject to payment in silver dollars. 

The bondholders do object now, for they 
understand that the object of the free _sil- 
verites is to pay them in cheap 40 cent dol- 
lars and swindle them out of 00 per cent 
of their dues. They and the people general- 
ly will take the passage of this resolution 
by the Senate as meaning that a majority 
of its members want cheap silver dollars, 
to be used retroactively in the payment of 
existing obligations contracted on the gold 
basis. 

The adoption of the resolution will be a 
wanton attack on the credit of the United 
States. It will be a declaration to for- 
eigners that one branch of the American 
Legislature is firmly impressed with the be- 
lief that both domestic and foreign creditors 
should be swindled. The House will not 
adopt this resolution, even if the Senate 
does, but the effect abroad will not be 
good. It will not increase confidence in 
American securities. 


Nor since the days of the commune has 
the French capital K such a scene 
of uproar and disorder as that which has 
prevailed for the ag fo days over the 
Dreyfus scandal. Th age excited by the 
criticism of the government by Zola in 
reference to the manner in which the trials“ 
of both Dreyfus and Esterhazy were con- 
ducted appear to have reached a point 
where the greatest alarm prevails among all 
classes. A prosecution by the civil court 
seems to have been the result which the cel- 
ebrated, French novelist was endeavoring to 
secure in anticipation that it would enable 
him to bring to light facts which had here- 
tofore been suppressed by secret court-mar- 
tials, and in this he seems likely to prove 
successful. Should he do so the fickle French 
populace a week hence may be lauding the 
jurymen whom they have been threatening 
with violence for days past. For the time 
being Paris is a seething mass of excited 
humanity ready to vent its rage against 
the Jews or any other class who may, either 
with or without reason, have aroused their 
suspicion or their hate. That this dangerous 
feeling is extending to the provinces is 
shown by the news from Lyons, Marseilles, 
Bordeaux, and other provincial cities. 


Tun Senate has sent a primary elections 
bill to third reading. But before doing so 
the bill was amended by the votes of Sena- 
tors representing Republican and Demo- 
cratic ‘‘ machines in such a manner as to 
make it unobjectionable to the bosses.” 
Any measure which suits them cannot be of 
much value to voters who like to do their 
own thinking. The bill, as introduced, pro- 
vided that a primary election district should 
not contain more than 1,200 of the party 
holding the primary. The Senate has made 
the number 1,600, thus decreasing the num- 
ber of primary districts about one-fourth. 
The reason is obvious. The smaller the 
number of precincts in a ward the easier will 
it be for the bosses to get for each one 
election officers who will obey orders. 
The larger the vote to be cast at a precinct 
the more easily can these pliant election 
officers commit frauds which will servo to 
elect the right delegates. At primary, 
as at regular elections, small districts are 
a check on fraud. It becomes impossible 
in one case to elect a large batch of delegates 
dishonestly and in the other to poll a very 
heavy fraudulent vote. Yet thirty Sena- 
tors voted for the 1,600 amendment and 
only ten against it. 


ATTENTION has been recently called to the 
remarkable increase both in the production 
and consumption of aluminium. The out- 
put in 1897 was nearly four times greater 
than that in 1896. In 1891 there were pro- 
duced 188,000 pounds, and in 1897 4,000,000 
pounds, an increase of 2,700,000 pounds over 
1896. Owing to the lightness in weight of 
aluminium it is found that at the present 
price per pound aluminium bronze castings 
are actually not more costly, weight for 
weight, than ordinary bronze castings made 
of copper and tin. As a matter of fact, it is 
claimed that they are cheaper, the cheap- 
ness having been occasioned by the applica- 
tion of electricity to the production. Elec- 
tric force, indeed, is the principal factor in 
the production of economical aluminium, 
and it is a curious fact that although electric 
force is cheaper in Europe than in this 
country, shipments of this new and useful 
metal are going forward to Germany, Italy, 
Austria, Sweden, Japan, and other foreign 
countries. ‘ :

Perhaps the best narrative poem in the 
book is How Bateese Came Home. In 
the same quaint mixture of French and Eng- 
lish the old man relates how in his youth 
one of his young companions grew ambi- 
tious, and determined to leave farming and 
go over into “les Etats Unis and make his 
fortune. His departure is described, with 
many a homely touch of nature, and then 
comes a lapse of a dozen years. One day 
the wanderer comes back, wearing a high 


silk hat, wastefully smoking many five-cent 


cigars, and in genera! cutting a large swell. 
He has anglicized his name, scarcely knows 
his old friends, has forgotten all his French, 
and, after treating everybody, and getting 
royally drunk himself, he leaves Canada 
again in disdain. 

A few years later a freight train comes 
along through the town with a poor chap on 
the caboose, carrying a flabby valise—* Be- 
gosh! I nearly tak’ de fit. It is—it is Ba- 
teese.“ This time he knows His old friends 
very well, and can speak French fluently. 
“I bus’ mesef on Central Fall—I don't go 
dere no more.“ He settles on the farm, and 
lives happy ever after. Thus does the hab- 
itant hark back to his old moral. 

The book is handsomely issued, with many 
photogravure illustrations, and its con- 
tents will be found thoroughly enjoyable, 
especially by those who know enough 
French to catch the humor of the patois 
which Dr. Drummond has here immortal- 
ized. But the chief charm of the work is 
its fidelity to human nature, and to the best 
side of the French-Canadian character, and 
this any one can enjoy. 


Fresh Literary Notes. 


More than six months ago David Christie Mur- 
ray went out into the desert places of North 
Wales to devote himself to a work of fiction, an- 
imated by a serious purpose, which has long lain 
at the back of his mind.

R. Hearst.]—Paul Potter, who arrived in 
Paris yesterday, was asked today about the 
charge of his having plagiarized from Sar- 
dou in his play of The Conquerors. He 
said: 
> “No successful play has been produced 
without involving charges of plagiarism. 
Sardou never produced a drama that was 
not traced by wiseacres to other sources. 
The fact is, only thirty-six dramatic 
situations exist. All playwrights must use 
these, with slight variations. = 

“Sardou wrote ‘La Haine’ many years 
ago, and every situation had been used be- 
fore him. In that play the central idea was 
a Ghibeline woman, wronged by a Guelph 
artisan. She stabs, then pities, then loves 
him. The central idea in ‘The Conquer- 
ors’ is that a French aristocratic girl thinks 
herself wronged by a Prussian officer, while 
the audience recognizes his entire inno- 
cence. Hence, the scenes which spring from 
this central idea have only a superficial 
resemblance to the scenes springing from 
Sardou’s central figure idea. Giving the’ 
same point of departure to ten playwrights, 
the results will be much alike. Pinero 
and Lindau, having the same point of de- 
parture, produced ‘The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray and Shadows on almost exactly 
the same lines. Yet neither borrowed from 
the other. 

‘* Sardou’s play ‘La Haine’ was not rel- 
ished because the heroine was really 
wronged; The Conquerors’ succeeds be- 
cause the audience knows the heroine is la- 
boring under a delusion. In Sardou’s play 


they are happily, united. I claim that no 

fair mind can compare both plays and find 

anything but the resemblance, without 

which no drama whatever can be written.”

Opinion Is Ggining Ground That the 


Government Will Have to Buy the 
Property—Chicago and Alton and 
Denver and Rio Grande May Secure 
the Line—Roads Running Southwest 
Forced to Continue Homeseekera’ 
Excursiong—Other Items of Interest.

The opinion if gaining ground in railway 
circles that the Union Pacific Reorganiza- 
tion committee has given up the idea of 
bidding for the Kansas Pacific railway when 
it is sold under|foreclosure proceedings. 80 
far as can be warned, no syndicate has yet 
been formed for the purchase of the prop- 
erty, and it looks as if the government will 
have to buy the road in order to secure the 
payment of the money owed it. The act 
passed a few days ago by Congress author- 
izing the purchase of the property is taken 
as an indicatidn that no satisfactory offer 
has been made to the government. There 
is a probabaility, however, that a syndicate 
will be formed soon, somposed of parties in- 
terested in the Chicago and Alton and the 
Denver and Rio Grande, with a view of pur- 
chasing the property. The Kansas Pacific 
has been the connecting link between the 
Alton and the Rio Grande for many years, 
and the former is now running trains over 
it to Denver. There is no other outlet for the 
Alton from Kansas City unless it can make 
arrangements with the Kansas Central. This 
read, however, has several missing links be- 
fore it becomes a through line to Denver, 
and the Alton would be compelled to build 
from some point on its line in Missouri to 
Leavenworth. The Denver and Rio Grande 
has long been desirous of securing an outlet 
from Denver to the Missouri River, and by 
securing an interest in the Kansas Pacific 
would accomplish its object. 

There is one drawback to the above scheme 
and it is that the line of the Kansas Pacific 
from the Colorado State line to Denver is 
not included in the property on whith the 
government haga lien. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the owners of that property, most 
of whom are interested in the Union Pacific, 
would be willing to let it go at a reasonable 
figure or make a traffic contract. In any 
event, a new read from the Colorado-Kan- 

as State line to Denver could be built cheap- 

y. The ownership of the Kansas Pacific by 
the government would be bad for all the 
lines in Kansas, as they could not well com- 
pete with the government, and for this rea- 
son they are exceedingly anxious that some 
one else should secure it. |

Action has just been taken by the Kan- 
sas City, Pittsburg and Gulf road that will 
make it impossible for the roads running 
from Chicago to points in the Southwest to 
discontinue hdameseekers’ excursions.

Reilroad officials here seem to be con- 
vinced that the Nebraska maximum freight 
rate case will be decided in their favor by 
the Supreme Court.

The Canadian government has decided to 
subsidize a railway project which will be of 
great importance to Ontario.

The road is to have its 
terminus at Hudson Bay. The avowed ob- 
ject is to open large tracts of valuable tim- 
ber and mineral lands north of Toronto and 
to develop the fish resources of Hudson Bay. 

This road, it is claimed, will bring a sum- 
mer steamship line several hundred miles 
nearer Liverpool, and wheat from ihe North- 
west can be exported cheaper in conse- 
quence. The road takes the place of the 
Winnipeg and Hudson's Bay _ railroad 
project.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Tillman presented a resolution, 
for which he asked immediate consideration, 
extending the authority of the Interstate 
Commerce committee so that it might inquire 
to what extent railroad companies issue 
passes, whether the railroads give transpor- 
tation for any other consideration than cash, 
and what arrangements they had with news- 
papers regarding transportation. 

Mr. Cullom, chairman of the committee, 
objected to the consideration of the resolu- 
tion, as it- would involve a long and tedious 
investigation by the committee, which was 
anxious to get some bill before Congress dur- 
ing the present session. He said that he had 
no desire to evade the truth in any part of 
the investigation, but he was satisfied that 
the committee now had sufficient testimony 
before it to indicate the need of stringent leg- 
islation. It has been shown, he said, that 
in the scalping business not only insiders but 
the agents of some railroads were engaged. 

I do not want to investigate throughout 
the year,“ he said, but desire to prepare 
some bill which will cure the ills we have 
found.”’

COAL WAR MAY END. 


Indications That the Dead-‘ 


lock Will Be Broken. 


COMPROMISE IS IN SIGHT. 


Better Feeling Prevails in Dis- 
cussing Differences. 


MUTUAL CONCESSIONS MADE. 


For the first time since the opening of the 
interstate joint convention of coal miners 
and operators there was evidence last night 
of a break in the deadlock which has pre- 
vented any definite action for three days 
and nights. Several important points in the 
controversy are in process of settlement, and 


the convention may complete its work by 


Saturday night. 

One of the most promising signs of a 
break in the deadlock came out of a joint 
caucus of the Ohio and Pennsylvania repre- 
sentatives on the joint Scale committee. 
After two days and nights spent in debate 
the Ohio members offered a compromise on 
the question of differentials between the 
two States. The Pennsylvania men demand 
that the entire nine cents be wiped out, and 
have offered to conform to Ohio working 
rules and working hours and adopt the same 
sized screens that are used in Ohio. After 
an hour spent in caucus the Ohio men of- 
fered to cut the differential to four cents. 
While the offer was not accepted the*best of 
feeling prevailed, and everything indicates 
a final settlement of this question soon. 

H. L. Chapman of Ohio leads the fight 


against the removal of the differential, and. 


according to the other members of the com- 
mittee, he is the last to yield an inch to the 
Pennsylvania men. 


Waiting for the Settlement. 


The whole convention has been waiting 
for the settlement of the Pennsylvania- 
Ohio fight, and nothing definite could be 
done toward adjusting the kindred trouble 
between Illinois and Indiana interests pend- 
ing the outcome. 

Some of the operators say that while the 
settlement of the interstate differentials is 
important, and while it is true that nothing 
could be done until the question was dis- 
posed of, there still remain several knotty 
problems even more difficult to solve. For 
instance, it is urged, the wage scale proper 
has not been touched upon nor has a basic 
scale been fixed in any field. When the 
“hand scale” is disposed of the question 
of a machine scale will arise, and on this 
point alone a split in the convention has been 
predicted. 

The small operators, backed by the min- 
ers, maintain that the machine scale must 
be raised from one-half to three-fifths of the 
prices paid for hand mining. The big East- 
ern operators, it is said, will concede almost 
anything rather than permit the adoption 
of a higher machine scale. 

W. P. Rend says if the miners and small 
operators insist on the demand it will “* break 
up the convention in a row.” 


Smaller Operators’ Position. 


On the other hand, one of the smaller op- 
erators has this to say, and the sentiment ex- 
pressed is echoed by State Secretary Ryan 
of lilinois and State Secretary Lewis of Ohio, 
and other prominent miners: 

„An effort is being made by the large oper- 
ators—owners of machine mines—to secure 
an increase in the difference between the 
price paid for machine and the price paid for 
hand mining. This effort is being made for 
the purpose of maintaining the difference 
which now exists. They do not hope to in- 
crease this difference, but hope, through a 
feint to increase it, to hold the advantage 
they have already obtained, 

dir they are even allowed to maintain this 
difference, all that the miners have secured 
through the great strike of last year w'll be 
lost, and the hand mine operators will be 


doomed. 


Previous to the strike and the great in- 
crease in the mining price secured by the 
miners, machine mining was not very profit- 
able, and in many instances the mining ma- 
chinery was allowed to lie idle, the coal being 
all produced by hand, while in others a por- 
tion of a mine would be operated by hand 
and a portion by the machines. Since the 
strike and the establishment of the present 
high prices for hand mining it has been 
found that the machines can be run ata 
high profit, and in some of the mines hand 
mining has been entirely discontinued, and 
the coal is all being produced now by ma- 
chinery. 

“If this convention ratifies such an ar- 
rangement as this they at once doom the 
hand mines to extinction and put an end 
once and for all to the hope of better times 
for the miner and the smaller operators.“ 


Coming Together on Wage Scale. 


While the interstate differences and dis- 
putes are being disposed of the miners and 
operators of the several States are slowly 
coming together on the wage scale, State 
differentiais, and local grievances. 

In Illinois the miners appear to have a 
shade the best of the argument. They have 
fixed a scale and agreed among themselves 
as to other points, while the operators have 
adopted a basis of differentials which is 
displeasing to the mine owners and miners 
of two or three fields. What is known as 
the C. and A.” district, from Chatham to 
Carlinville, has been raised five cents by 
the operators, and the Peoria field has 
been cut down three cents. There is also a 
fight over the Pana field. 

For nearly a year the miners have tried to 
settle these questions with the operators. 
Conferences have been called, but the op- 
erators refused to attend. The tables were 
furned yesterday, when the operators asked 
that the miners select a committee of twen- 
ty-one to meet a like number of operators to 
talk over the scale. The committee was 
finally appointed. 

President Ratchford of the miners told 
the convention that a vote should be reached 
soon. He believed no amount of debate 
could change votes on the main proposi- 
tions, and longer delay would be useless. 


NO LIGHT ON A FIRE MYSTERY. 


Inspector Conway Still Investigating 
the $200,000 Damage in the 
Walker Building. 


The testimony of three witnesses fall 
to throw any light on the cause of the fire 
whieh caused $200,000 damage to firms in 
the Walker Building last M onday morning. 
Fire Inspector Conway was closeted with 
the three men nearly al] of yesterday after- 
noon. When they concluded their testi- 
mony he said if the other witnesses say as 
little as they the origin of the fire will re- 
main as much a mystery as ever. The in- 
spector refused to give the names of the 
men with whom he talked, but said they 
were members of;firms which had suffered 
by the fire. Theif testimony in general was 
that all they knew of the fire was what they 
had read in the newspapers. The investiga- 
tion will be resumed at 10 o’clock today.

The ad- 
vancement of Mr. Brown to the position of Secre- 
tary of the company was received with pleasure 
by local insurance men. He is an underwriter of 
wide experience and has the entire confidence of 
his associates. Mr. Brown is in New. York at 
present, and is expected here next Saturday.

A movement has been started among the West- 
ern managers to secure a uniform statement blank 
to be used by the commissioners in all the West- 
ern States. The Eastern commissioners last year 
agreed to a form which has proved very satis- 
factory to the companies. Commissioner Betts 
of Connecticut says of the new forms: 

At the Insurance Commissioners’ convention 
at Old Point Comfort the new blank was adopted 
by à very large majority, and there has never been 
a time but what the Connecticut department has 
been in favor of it. The fire blanks were sent 
out to the various companies by this department 
about Dec. 1. and we have had no controversy 
with any company, and as far as I know only one 
company doing business in this State has even 
objected to filing the statement on the blank called 
for. Several companies have already filed their an- 
nual statements to this department on the new 
blank all complete, and the balance will be 
obliged according to law to furnish this depart- 
ment with the same on or before Feb. 1.“

John J. Mayberry, resident Secretary of the 
Rhode Island Underwriters, in a letter to The 
Tribune says the statement that the company 
has withdrawn from the State is a little mislead- 
ing. He states the position of the association as 
follows: 

** While it is true that the name Rhode Island 
Underwriters’ association’ may pass from its 
former prominent place on our policy blank, there 
will be no essential change in our policy con- 
tract, and we shall continue the issue of a joint 
*policy in Chicago through the agency of Moore 
& Janes. At all other agencies in the State we 
shall probably enter the policies of the individual 
companies composing the association—namely: 
The Equitable Fire and Marine and the Mer- 
chants’ Insurance companies of Providence, R. I., 
but in every case back of the policies used of 
either company will be, by legal contract between 
the two corporations, the strength of both, and 
our organization for administration will remain 
unchanged. We have no intention whatever of 
retiring from Illinois. It may also be truthfully 
said that this association is in no sense an 
annex, as the two companies composing it have 
for many years conducted their entire business 
in the Western States under the caption ‘ Rhode 
Island Underwriters’ association.’ These two 
companies have not heretofore operated in the 
West individually.“

Advices from Topeka, Kas., say that the State 
has been flooded recently with insurance liter- 
ature alleged to be from The Great Britain“ 
insurance corporation, with headquarters at 1950 
La Salle street, Chicago. The dispatch further 
states that the Kansas authorities, prompted to 
the move by the neglect of the alleged company 
to comply with the ordinary laws of the State, 
started an investigation, with the result that they 
concluded that there was no such corporation or 
business concern as The Great Britain in- 
surance corporation. Inquiries in Chicago brought 
out the following facts: There is no such num- 
ber as 1950 La Salle street; life insurance men 
say that there is no such company fn their line as 
“The Great Britain“; fire insurance men say 
that there is no such company in their line as 
The Great Britain.“
